The public is taking no interest at

Instances are frequent of forced 
sales by big banking corporations 
Which have pawned stock where mar- 
gins have run of’, and of the marking 
down of quotations by dealers. who see 
no other way of attracting business. 
Everywhere a state of uncertainty and 
anxiety prevails, and unless something 
in the nature of a general reversal of 
business occurs gefore March, the 
stock exchange authorities will be fac- 
ed with a stiff proplem..

Constitutionalists Make Demand. — 

Washington, Nov. 13 Proposals 
made to the Mexican constitutionaiists 
through William Bayard Hale, Presi- 
dent Wilson's personal representative, 
and oa final demand that the New 
Mexican congress be dissolved because 
of questions of its illegality transmit- 
ted through John Lind at Mexico City, 
brought the Mexican situation forward 
another step today. Through’ the two 
unofticial envoys the United States, 
withont the formality of addressing 
either faction directly, has made an- 
other move to bring about « settlement 
of the revolutionary troubles of the 
southern republic. 

Making Final Appeal. 

While Mr. Hale was presenting a 
communication, said to embody *Prest- 
dent Wilson's ideas and asking for de- 
finite assurances that the constitution- 
alists would protec& foreigners. und 
their property and |restore constitu- 
tional government if the embargo on 
arms were lifted. Washington was 
making a final appeal to Huerta. A 
rejection by Huerta might involve an 
abrupt termination of all relations with 
him, extending possibly to the with- 
drawal of American embassy officials. 

The American government is. still 
desirous that the revolution. be, settl- 
ed by the contenders themselves, but 
the international complications that 
have arisen in connéction with dis- 
turbances in all parts of the republic 
and the threatened tangle over acts of 
a new congress which this government 
considers illegal are said to have 
pron:pted the Washington administra- 
tion to seek definite assurances from 
the constitutionalists. 

Look To Constitution sts. 

Back of the efiert for an under- 
standing with Carranza is said to he 
a hope on the part of the Washing- 
ton officials that the constitutionalists 
will establish n government on terms 
of the closest friendship with the Unit- 
ed States. Just what has been given 
Mr. Hale by President Wilson or Sec- 
retary Bryan to lay before the consti- 
tutionalists is not disclose? here, but 
the impression prevails that the Unit- 
ed States wishes some promise that 
they would conduct at an early date, 
a faty and free election. 

May Lift Embargo. 

Lifting the embargo on arms is one 
of the prominent possibilities if the 
constitntionalisis and the American 
government can arrive at a satisfac- 
tory understanding. There is hope on 
the part. of. mary officials that the 
mere opening of nerotiations with the 
constitutionalists, and assurances ot 
moral support to their cause may in- 
fluence not only Huerta’s retirement, 
but the choice of a provisional presi- 
dent who would be acceptable to the 
constitutionalists.

BILL WAS KILLED, 


Great efforts are being made by the conservatives to 
inake political capital out of the alleged defeat of the highways 
aid bill by the senate. The facts are that the government and 
hot the senate defeated this bill. It was rejected during the 
tirst session of the conservative parliament because the govern- 
nent insisted that it should retain eontrol of all moneys and 
have the spending of them as it pleased. The real object, of 
course, was to give opportunity for exploiting the grants for 
political purposes at election times. The liberal opposition 
demanded that the bill should provide for voting the money to 
the provinces according to population, to be spent directly by 
the provincial governments. Rather than accept the amend- 
ment the Borden government abandoned the bill. 

It was reintroduced last session, with the same objection- 
able clauses. The liberals in the commons tried to amend it 
so as to maintain provincial rights, but were voted down, 
Then the senate added an amendment providing that the 
money should be voted to the provinces according to popula- 
tion and be expended by them. This the Borden ‘government 
again refused he ministers preferred to drop the bill if 
ihe y could not handle the money themselves. The highways 
aid bill was thus deliberately killed by the tory government 
and not by the liberals, who supported the principle of 
dominion aid to highway improvement, but fought the attempt 
at unconstitutional centralization of power over expenditure 
in the hands of unscrupulous federal ministers. 


HOW WILL THE ALDERMEN 
JUSTIFY THIS COURSE. 

In adopting the policy that only one gas company shall 
have the right to deal with the city in the matter of supplying 
fas al the city limits, it would be interesting to know how the 
aldermen who voted for this action propose to justify their 
fiilure to provide for a sufficient bond to guirantee that the 
city will get gas by entering into the agreement which this 
company offers. 

Any agreement which the city gives will be binding upon 
the city, as the city is altogether too big to close its office and 
move away. But unless there is a sufficient bond, it is difficult 
to see how the company can be held responsible for failure to 
fulfil the contact. In case the company did fail, the effect 
would be that the city would be without gas for the number 
of years allowed the company to complete its work, and at 
the end of that term the city would be in the same position 
itis today; that is to say, without gas. 

One company offered to'furnish a bond to guarantee that 
it would deliver gas. The other company made “no,such offer. 
The aldermen rejected without consideration the company 
which offered to furnish the bond and chose without qualifica- 
tion the company which failed to make any such offer. The 
pe ertinient UES Uon is : Why?

W HE RE PROT EGT ION FAILS 
UNDER THE PRACTICAL TEST. 

Cattle, when entering Canada, pay an import duty of 25 
per cent. For entry into United States, under the tariff 
recently adopted at Washington, cattle pay no duty. 

On account of the almost total failure of the corn crop 
in a large section of the middle west, fat cattle in United 
States are scarcer than in many years vast. On account of 
in exceptional crop in the Canadian west, feed is more plenti- 
ful in this country than ever before. 

But while Canadian farmers, under the United States 
tariff, now have the opportunity to,sell cattle in United States 
markets and thereby get what advantage they may from the 
demand occasioned by the corn failure, they are precluded, by 
the Canadian tariff, from importing stockers from the south 
to take the place of those shipped out. In other words, the 
Canadian farmers enjoys only one half the benefits of free 
trade. 

The claim made by those who opposed reciprocity, that 
through tf lowering of the United States duty without any 
reciprocal arr: angement Canada was to get all the advantage 
Ww hile > giving none in re turn, does not stand the practical test.

“Old Roman” of Democracy 

Virginia and Ohio will Joln pin paying 
tribute to the memory of Allen Granberry 
Thurman, the “Old toman” of Democracy, 
whose centenary will be celebrated toaay 
The Old Dominion elatms Thurman as her 
native son, fer he was born In Lynchburg, 
Va,, Nov, 13, 1813, but tt was in’ Chillt- 
cothe, O,, that he grew to the ull stature 
of a man and rose to be a power in the 
counells of the nation, Many disagreed 
Violently with his political views, but all 
men of integrity pointed to the simple- 
niinded and proud “Obl Roman,’ who so 
truly represented she democracy of his day, 
and sald: “There {8 an honest man,” 

Many Americans can reeal the time, a 
quarter of a century ago, whan small boys 
of Inherited Democratic partisan affiliations 
wore on thelr heads military caps bearing 
the lettering, “Cleveland and ‘Thurman’; 
around thelr necks red bandaanis, symbolic 
of the simplicity and purity of their demo- 
cracy; and marched in torehtight parades 
carrying “Cleveland and thurman” banners, 
Thurman was defeated for the vice-presi- 
dency In 1888, as thrice before he had been 
defeated fn dais candidacy for the Tremo- 
cratic presidential nomination, = During his 
long public career, Which began in 18h4 
with his election to Congress, the highest 
office held by Thurman was that of United 
States senator. Yet for many years he 
was the great man of his party, and its 
Supreme authority on constitutional qies- 
tons. « Whether In Washtagten, in the 
company of the great, or at home, among 
the “cammon people” he Knew so well and 
loved so much, Thurman was the same 
unassuming, kindly, simple man, 

Not long, before ‘ms death In Columbns 
in 1895, 4 fepor ter found the “Old itoman’ 
sitting beside a red-hot stove in the office 
of a ,cgheap Columbus hotel, He talked 
modestly, when questtoned, of the part he 
had played in) the public’ affairs of his 
country But he could not refrain froin 
one boast:

ARRANGEMENT OF FLOWERS. 


Do you know how to arrange flowers 
ina vase or flower jar? Do you know 
how to get the best effect fr@ every 
cut flower? Do you know hoY many 
flowers to put into each vase? If you 
cannot answer “yes” to every question 
you are in need of a course of flower 
arranging at one of the Japanese 
schools established for this. 

Floral decoration in Japan is more 
than st mere gift; it is an art, to be 
taught and carefully studied. Here in 
America if one wishes to arrange a 
bowl or vase of flowers he takes a doz- 
en flowers, long stemmed ones usually, 
and with leaves if possible, and thrusts 
them into a tall vase. That Is all thac 
is usually done in the way of arrang- 
ing them, Jn Japan this would be con- 
sitlered entirely wrong, for the Japanese 
are trained to arrange flowers with 
minute detail as to each stem, flower, |’ 
and bud. There is nothing haphazard 
about the arrangement of a Japanese 
bowl of flowers. 

The Japanese is not satisfied if the 
flowers: are massed in-a bowl They 
must look as if they grew therey.and 
each flower Must ,express, a definite 
beauty of color or form.” ASns

SOURCE FOR SUPPLIES 


Mining Engineer is in the City 
Endeavoring to Interest 
Capital in Development. 


rR. D. Featherstonhaugh, of Van- 
couver, B.C., expert mining engineer 
for the Omineca Gold Mines Limited, 
| is ut present in the eity for the pur- 
| pose of interesting capital tor the de- 
velopment of the mining lands owned 
by the company which he represents. 
When seen by the Capital, Mr. Fea- | 
therstonhaugh stated that he was very | 


favorably impressed with Mdmonton, 
and that it should be the headquar-

The raw water in the Saskatchewan 
is now so much clearer and purer than 
formerly that the medical officer of 
health, having communicated with Dr. 
Revell, recommends that 25 pounds of 
chlorine for every million gallons of 
water need not Jonger be used. This 
recommendation follows the receipt of 
a number of complaints from. citizens 
about the strong chlorine taste in the 
water. The filters will be used all 
winter as they have — recently been 
housed in, and the building heated by 
steam, thus insuring to the public not 
only the purest of water all winter, 
but especially in the spring when for- 
merly they have been compelled to 
drink water which is litUle better than 
mud.

"Xe bridges over the ravine at For- 
ty: recond street are now in first class 
shape, says engineer Latornell.

| pect, even though he was anxious that 
the pledges should be redeemed, It 
was recognized, however, that with- 
drawal from the Phillippines would be 
han extremely difficult move. it was 
pointed out that at one time Britain 
intended to withdraw from Mgypt, but

of Intentions, 
Native Commissioners. 

It is to be admitted now that Presid 
ent Wilson has done something to re- 
deem the often-repeated pledge of his 
party.

source of surprise and regret that legis- 
lation has failed to suppress the sale of

Fire completely gutted the Interior of 
the Star pantorium, 611 Fourth street, 
this morning at about a quarter to 12, 
All the clothes on hand belonging to 
customers were destroyed, the owners 
even losing their own wearing apparel. 

The building was a two-story frame 
building, the lower floor occupied by a 
Chinese cafe and the Star pantorium, 
while the upper story was used us din- 
ing and living rooms. Thanks to the 
prompt arrival and energetic work of 
the firemen the building itself is not 
seriously damaged, 

J. i Campo and J. C. Kenny, the 
owners of the Star puntorium, were in 
the building at the time that the fire 
occurred, Mr. Kenny was just about 
to go to the back of the establishment 
to get his coat preparatory to going 
out to lunch when suddenly flames 
burst out at the back of the store, com- 
pletely enveloping it in fliames. The 
fire spread so rapidly that before the 
men could get out they were both 
slightly burned about the hands and 
face,

VITAL STATISTICS 
FOR SASKATEHEWAN 


Provincial Re Issues 
Detailed Report of Diseases 


During Last Month, 
Regina, Noy, 12.—The provincla | 


government reports: 63 cases of ty- 
phold fever recorded in Regina from 
Sept. 28 to Oct. 30, and of these 30 
cases originated outside the city 
limits. Other infections and conta- 
gious cases in Regina were small in 
number, there being only two cases of 
diphtheria, two of scarlet fever, one of 
chicken pox, two of tuberculosis ond 
16 cases of whooping cough. 

There was only one case of mumps 
reported from the entire province dur- 
ing this time, that being from Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert and North Pat- 
tleford are reported free of all conta- 
gious and infectious cases, while 
Moose Jaw comes second .with only 
one case of typhoid fever, two of scar- 
let fever and three cases of chicken 
pox, Weyburn has five cases of ty- 
phoid fever and seven of scarlet fever. 
Kerrobert reports the only case of 
small pox in the province. 

The report for the entire province 
shows a total of 118 cases of typhoid 
fever, four cases of diphtheria, 30 of 
scarlet fever, five of measles, one of 
smallpox, 18 of chicken pox, three of 
tuberculosis, 85 of whooping cough, 
one of mumps and one case of cerebro- 
spinal meninghitis.
